Hart said, ‘‘No, nothing 
in there should’ ever 
smoke,”’ The two men then 
went back to the building 
and upon opening a door, 
smoke billowed out into 
their face answering any 
Guestion in their mind a- 
bout being able to controll 
the blaze themselves. 

Morrow then grasped 
the nearby pay telephone 
and turned in the fire a- 
larm. Soon after firemen 
began arriving the flames 
broke out through the win- 
dows and the added oxy- 
gen caused the fire to get 
€ven hotter. 

A call for help was put 
out immediately to Opp, 
Enterprise and Fort Ru- 
cker for additional fire 
trucks, Each responded 
without hesitation, 

The fight seemed to be 
touch and go for a while 
as the flames leaped out 
the windows and cast their 
heat and sparks in every 
direction, The main con- 
cern changed soon from 
saving the gym to con- 
fining the flames to the 
gym and saving the rest 
of the building. The high 
walls of the gym and a 
constant stream of water 
on them and the ajoining 
roofs are responsible for 
doing this. Elba firemen 
and volenteer citizens 
grabbed hoses and climb- 
ed onto the roof of the 
lunchroom and onto the Jr. 
High building to keep the 
fire under controll, From 
these vantage points while 
others braved the flames 
from below to get at the 
fire from every possible 
point. 

The fire began to show 
signs of deminishing after 
about one hour of work 
by the fire fighters but 
it was many hours be- 
fore the fire trucks were 
returned to the station, One 
truck stayed on the scene 
until nine o'clock Sunday 
morning and firemen with 
hoses ready were there 
until Sunday afternoon, 
Three trips were made 
Monday and Tuesday to put 
more water on the mass 
of tar that refused to quit 
burning. 

The entire gym and con- 
tents were destroyed with 
the exception of the dress- 
ing rooms and the equip- 
ment in them, These suf- 
fered smoke and water 
damage but no fire got to 
them, Estimates of the 
damage run from low of 
$100,000 to $200,00 with 
$150,00 being an average, 
It is not known at present 
whether the brick walls 
can be used again in the 
reconstrucyion or if they 
to must be torn down, 

The fire was miracu- 
lously stopped from en- 
tering the Jr, High wing 
by the alertness of Elba 
firemen who went into the 
building and fought back 
the flames as they lapped 
through the door from the

And Paper 
Money Kill 


Special correspondent 
Philip W. McKinsey of the 
Christian Science Monitor, 
writing from Washington, 
says, ‘The Administration 
is moving ever closer to 
severing the last ties be- 
tween money and the dwind- 
ling United States stock 
of gold and silver. By mid- 
1968, the United States may 
have a currency that is 
linked to neither metal,’’ 

Since time immemorial, 
money has been linked, 
however tenuously, to a 
commodity of high intrin- 
sic value---gold. The 
sleight-of-hand financial 
operations of modern go- 
vernments have been grad- 
ually severing in the pub- 
lic mind, the historical re- 
lationship between gold and 
the currency we use in our 
everyday transactions, For 
most people, even the ba- 
lance of payments problem 
and the outflow of this 
country’s gold stocks to 
other nations is no more 
than an academic matter. 

Very few young people 
of today have even seen 
a $20 gold piece, and yet, 
we frequently still hear 
the expressions **cold’’ or 
“‘hard’’ cash--terms that 
go back to the days of hard 
money. Hard money, of 
course, had weight and va- 
lue of itself. Paper cur- 
rency has never been more 
than a promise expressed 
or implied that somewhere 
hard money stood ready 
to redeem the currency, 
This promise of redem- 
ption has become increas- 
ingly nebulous, 

Today, we are some- 
thing like the horse whose 
owner started mixing saw~ 
dust with his feed. About 
the time the owner thought 
he had the perfect form- 
ula--straight sawdust--the 
horse dropped dead. When 
it comes to money, we are 
very neary a diet of straight 
sawdust, 


State Tourist 


Trade Increasing 


Attendance at all the 
major attractions continue 
on an upward swing with 
only sporadic monthly de- 
creases at a few. The de- 
creases are quickly capped 
in subsequent months which 
more than make up for the 
slight drops in attendance 
during certain periods of 
the year, Fulltime report 
ing attractions recorded 
gains ranging from 7% to 
109%, for the first quarter 
of 1967, 28 attractions re- 
turned monthly attendance 
reports to the Bureau in 
June, 18 had attendance in- 
creases ranging from ,05%, 
to 376%. Five recorded 
slight decreases, Four 
gave no figures for com- 
parison and one reported 
no fluctuation, Owners and 
operators of the major 
tourist attractions have 
given strong voice in prals- 
ing the effectiveness of the 
state’s travel promotion 
and advertising campaign,

“Dogs should always be 
treated with respect, in- 
cluding those thought to be 
friendly,’’ warned Dr, C. 
D. Mcleod of the Coffee 
County Health Department, 
‘At times, even fengy 


dogs can bite,’’ he addec 


Dr. Mcleod cited fig- 
ures from a recent year 
in which there was a rate 


of 362 animal bites re- 
ported per 100,000 pop- 


ulation, The majority of 
these were attributed to 


dogs. 

While it is commonly 
thought that delivery men, 
mail carriers, milk and 
bread men, and door-to- 
door salesmen make up 
the largest portion of those 
suffering bites, Dr, Mcleod 
said that children are the 
most usual victims, 

He noted that dog bites 
Increase in frequency dur- 
ing warm weather when 
both children and dogs are 
outside and more likely 
to come into contact, Gen- 
erally, he said, bites tend 
to occur twice as often 
from April until school be- 
gins in September, With 
warm weather ahead, par- 
ents should counsel their 
children now on handling 
dogs. 

Dr. Mcl.eod stated that 
most people do use caution 
when encountering a 
strange dog, but indicated 
that they should also be- 
ware of provoking a family 
pet. A dog will tolerate 
only so much, particularly 
if he is not feeling well, 
is nervous or excited, At- 
tacks have occurred be- 
cause of carelessness or 
overconfidence, especially 
on the part of children, 
with respect to their own 
or a friends’ dog, 

**Consequently,’”’ Dr. 
Mcleod pointed out, ‘‘with 
most attacks that occur 
in or near the home, the 
victims are usually 
strangers.’’ He said that 
large numbers of people 
are bitten. by what they 
considered was a friendly 
dog. Just when and under 
what conditions a suppos- 
edly friendly dog will at- 
tack cannot be predicted 
The Doctor therefore urged 
that everyone use caution 
in handling dogs at all 
times, 

Dr. McLeod offered the 
following suggestions to 
help reduce the occurrence 
of dogbites in our area, 
1, Keep dogs confined to 

your property and ona 

leash when exercising 
them, 

2, Do not permit a young 
person to lead a large 
dog. 

3. Do not pet a strange 
dog. 

4, Do not tease any dog, 
Do not pull its tail or 
ears, or take away its 
food, a bone or a toy, 

5. Do not skate or ride 
a bicycle in front of 
a dog, or do anything 
that could startle him 


6, Do not touch a dog 
while he is asleep or 
unaware of you, 


7. Do not assign respon- 
sibility for a dog toa 
young child, Be certain 
that children can con- 
trol a dog before turn- 
ing over his care to 
them, 

8, Train your dog to obey, 
especially when told to 
sit, lie down, stay, or 
be quite, 

9, Most importantly, donot 
bring your face near a 
dog under any circum- 
stances, 

Dr. Mcleod concluded 
by saying, ‘‘Do not under- 
estimate your or afriend’s 
dog. Under appropriate 
conditions, a dog can and 
will attack, There is no 


more sorrowful experience 
than having to give up a 
family pet that has bitten 
someone, except perhaps 
the wounds he inflicted on 
a friend or member of your 
family.”’ 

“*By all means have your 
jogs vaccinated against ra- 
bies for your protection 
and your families’”’ as well

A “Pollyanna attitude”’ 
would be nice at this time 
but it is impossible to find 
any good in the confussion 
caused by many spectators 
parking their cars with 
complete disregard to 
needs of the fire fighters, 
Some drivers are known 


to have sneered atthe fire-; 


men when asked to stop 
running over fire hoses, 
Others parked their cars 
and locked them in places 
that firemen HAD to go, 
This caused delays and 
firemen had to stop and 
push several out of tie 
way before they could con- 
tinue their work, THIS IS

A Bitter Blow to Freedom 


‘THE defection of Svetlana Al- 

liluyeva, 40-year-old daughter 
of Stalin, is of great significance. 
This woman had 
high status in 
the Soviet Un- 
ion, She enjoyed 
many privileges 
and lived well. 
By defecting she 
risks her own 
life and that of 
her son and 
daughter in Mos- 
cow. The son is 
22, married, and 
a medical stu- 
Mee = dent. The daugh- 
Dr, Kershner ter is 17, She 
must have grave fears for their 
safety and well being. To tale 
this great step of isolating her- 
self from her country and her 
children and all family associa- 
tions, to live in a country en- 
tirely new and strange to her, 
must have ben caused by deep 
convictions and great dissatis- 
faction with life in the Soviet 
Union 

Svetlana is a woman of reli- 
gious faith. Five years ago she 
was baptized and became a mem- 
ber of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, She believes in God. She 
cannot endure the atheism 
taught by communism, nor its 
suppression of the right of the 
individual citizen to direct his 
own life, and to freely express 
himself. She is not alone amony 
the good people of Russia who 
take this view of life. There must 
be tens of millions like her, Mul- 
titudes of them no doubt would 
like to escape, but have no op- 
portunity to do so. The Kremlin 
tyrants will sleep uneasily on 
their beds and will have much 
less satisfaction in the luxury 
they enjoy after the defection of 
this member of the inner circle, 
who enjoyed many of the same 
privileges, They must realize that 
something is desperately wrong 
with the system which they 
hold and which maintains them 
in power. They know that multi- 
tudes would like to do what Svet- 
lana has done, and are only 
awaiting an opportunity to free 
themselves from the tyranny un- 
der which they suffer. 

That our ex ry disappoints 
the unhappy vic of commu- 
nism and postpones their deliv- 
erance by the sid, comfort and 
cordiality which it extends to the 
Soviet Union, must be a hitter 
blow to the citizens of that coun- 
try and very galling to the great 
majority of our own people, who 
would like to extend the hand of 
friendship to them and to lend 
them every possible assistance 
in their struggle toward freedom,

The second picture was 
taken shortly after the main 
flames had been contained 
and firemen began to con- 
centrate on getting the 
small pockets of flames 
that presisted to burn in 
corners and under tar and 
gravel, Note the twisted 
I beams that were once 
part of the roof, 

Picture number three 
was taken after daylight 
on Sunday and this is all 
that remains of the bleach- 
ers on the south side of 
the gym, The main door

Picture number four 
was made on Tuesday 
morning and shows smoke 
still rising from an area 
where the floor had burne 
ed through and the tar and 
other remains refuse to 
stop burning. The Elbafire 
department answered a call 
Tuesday afternoon to. this 
pile of leftovers when the 
smoke became fire again, 
They dumped two more 
loads of water on it them 
and believe that it is out 
for good now.
